It was 
shocking. And it 
changed me. 

I am all the more 
troubled now 
when I see so 
many bins in our 
area tagged for 
containing 
inappropriate 
rubbish. It’s so 
easy to shut our 
doors, and our 
minds, on what 
we are doing to 
our planet and to 
our wildlife, and - 
ultimately - to our 
ourselves and to 
our children. 

This film left me 
indelible images 
that I cannot now 
shut out of my 
mind. The 
swirling sea of 
rubbish covering 
hundreds of 
square miles in 
the middle of the 
Pacific Ocean, for 
instance. 

At the “Bag It” 
screening I also 
bought a little bag 
for loose food to 
more easily avoid 
packaging, and a 
water bottle that I 
can fill freely. 

The plastic bottle 
story was another 
horrific thread in 
the film which I 
hope will change 
my behaviour 
forever. 

I’ve bought a 
couple more fold- 
away bags, one of 
which - from the 
Coop - fits flat in 
the pocket . So I 
hope I’ve now 
juggled my last 
armful of 
groceries.

Thumbs-up 
for plans to 
greet new 
regiment

THE arrival at 
Woolwich Barracks of 
the men and horses of 
the King’s Troop, Royal 
Horse Artillery - one of 
the most prestigious 
ceremonial regiments in 
the Army - has come an 
important step nearer. 

Greenwich Council’s 
planning board has given 
the thumbs-up to building 
plans that will help 
prepare for the Troop’s 
move from St John’s Wood 
in London next year. These 
include building new 
stables, workshops and a 
gun store. 

A total of 164 soldiers, 
seven officers and 109 
trained horses are due to 
make the move. The horses 
will be transported by road 
in horse boxes; equipment 
will come by truck or 
container; and army 
personnel will arrive by 
coach. 

The building work 
involves the demolition of 
some modern buildings at 
the Napier Lines next to 
the barracks in Repository 
Road. Buildings currently 
on the Ha Ha Road site will 
be removed to create a 
training area. 

“The King’s Troop are 
very much looking 
forward to the move to 
Woolwich in 2011,” Capt 
Victoria Deakin, 2nd in 
Command, The King’s 
Troop, Royal Horse 
Artillery, told GT. 

“The soldiers are 
especially looking forward 
to the bespoke new 
barracks at Napier Lines 


for the horses and the 
modern single soldiers 
living accommodation 
which will provide a 
marked improvement from 
the four-man rooms they 
share now.” 

The King’s Troop will be 
the second new arrivals at 
historic barracks, which 
was the official home of 
the Royal Artillery until 
they moved out in 2008. 
Following a two-year refit 
it has become home to the 
soldiers of 2nd Battalion 
Princess of Wales’s Royal 
Regiment and their 
families, and was officially 
opened earlier this month. 

The barracks is part of 
the Army’s Firm Base 
London (FBL) 

programme, which aims 
to improve living 
accommodation and 
welfare facilities for both 
single and married 
servicemen and women. 
Following refurbishment 


Woolwich is now 
regarded as one of the 
country’s best military 
accommodation centres. 

Greenwich Council 
leader Cllr Chris Roberts 
said: “The military 

presence has played a key 
part in the development 
of Woolwich for many 
years, and brought 
considerable benefits to 
the local area and its 
community and 

economy. This is the next 
stage in an ongoing 
military link with 
Woolwich that goes back 
almost three centuries.” 

The King’s Troop 
performs at State 
occasions, and transported 
Princess Diana’s casket on 
a gun carriage from 
Kensington Palace to 
Westminster Abbey for her 
funeral in 1997. It is leaving 
its base in St John’s Wood 
after 100 years. 


WOOLWICH Foot 
Tunnel has been 
closed for health 
and safety reasons. 
There is currently 
no public access to 
the tunnel. 
Greenwich Council 
is working hard to 
rectify this situation 
and hopes to 
reopen it by the end 
of this week. During 
essential repairs, 
pedestrians and 
cyclists wishing to 
cross the river can 
use the Woolwich 
ferry during the day. 
It runs until 10pm 
weekdays, 8pm on 
Saturday and 
7.30pm on Sunday. 
Improvement 
works are also 
continuing at the 


Greenwich Foot 
Tunnel, with night 
time closures in 
operation. The 
tunnel is open 
Monday to Friday 
from 6am to 9pm 
and throughout the 
weekend from 6am 
on Saturday until 
9pm on Monday. 
AThames Clipper 
service runs until 
1am between 
Masthouse Terrace 
Pier and Greenwich 
Pier. The stairs at 
both entrances are 
closed, with lifts 
running while the 
tunnel is open.

Move quicker for my Mum 


I THINK it’s terrible that 
Greenwich Council are 
taking eight months to 
process housing 
applications. 

My 71-year-old Mum 
applied for re-housing in 
March as she is unable to 
cope in her three-bed flat 
with a garden. 

She has been told that 
they are currently 
processing January’s 
applications. 

She has marked her 
application to show she is 
willing to downgrade to a 
one-bedroom property or 
move into 50-plus 
accommodation, 
therefore making 
available a perfectly good 


three-bedroom flat with 
front and back garden to 
a family living in 
overcrowded 
accommodation. 

Does Greenwich Council 
not have the foresight to 
fast-track these types of 
applications? 

Can Greenwich Council 
not employ extra staff to 
reduce the waiting time 
to process the 
application? 

Applicants may be on the 
waiting list for a number 
of years until their bids 
become successful, and to 
make them wait an extra 
eight months just to get 
on the list is despicable 
considering the number 


of tenants desperate to 
move to larger 
accommodation. 

In my Mum’s case - yes, 
she does have the option 
of moving via a mutual 
exchange but due to her 
age wants to move via the 
council and ideally wants 
to move to 50-plus 
accommodation or be 
offered a one-bedroom 
property as her removal 
costs would be covered 
under Greenwich 
Council’s scheme. 

I have seen the terrible 
living conditions that 
tenants are forced to live 
in due to the lack of 
suitable properties 
becoming available and 


I’m sure she’s not the 
only person whose 
quality of life is being 
affected by Greenwich 
Council’s incompetency!

ONE hundred and nineteen 
new homes opened their 
doors to local people as the 
latest round of affordable 
homes became available in 
the borough. 

Residents, developers, 
contractors and local 
councillors gathered to 
celebrate the topping out of 
the landmark housing project 
in Plumstead earlier this 
month. 

Elmgrove Tower, a 20-storey 
housing project on the site of 
a former nursing home, was 
completed and handed over to 
residents two months ahead of 
schedule. 

The award-winning 

development was built for the 
LHA-ASRA Housing 

Regeneration Group offering 
four-bedroom maisonettes 
with gardens along with one, 
two and three-bedroom 
apartments. 

They’re powered by a bio- 
mass boiler, which runs on 
wood pellets, providing 
renewable energy for the 
whole building while reducing 
carbon emissions and keeping 
running costs low. 

The tower has already been 
awarded Demonstration 
Project status by 
Construction Excellence, an 
organisation set up to monitor 
and improve performance in 
the building industry. It has 
also been commended for 
providing ‘Lifetime Homes’ 
that are adaptable, and for 
making 10 per cent accessible 
to wheelcahir users. 


The new homes are among 
2,000 affordable properties 
created by partnerships 
between Greenwich Council 
and social landlords over the 
last five years. 

Matt Cooner, chief executive 
of LHA-ASRA, said: “This is a 
real celebration of all the hard 
work and commitment that 
has gone into making this 
ambitious housing scheme a 
reality. The fact that we’re 
celebrating the success of the 
programme with local 
residents two months ahead of 
schedule is testimony to the 
project team’s spirit of co- 
operation, vision and 
commitment to improving 
housing provision and 
regenerating the local 
community.” 

Greenwich Council leader 
Chris Roberts said: “This new 
development by ASRA is the 
latest in a series of housing 
projects that are making a 
substantial contribution to 
meeting the housing needs of 
local people. 

“By working actively in 
partnership, Greenwich 
Council and social landlords 
have succeeded in creating 
many thousands of new, high 
quality afforable homes. Ths 
work has taken place 
alongside substantial

Schools lead the challenge to choose Royal Status symbols

SCHOOLCHILDREN across 
the borough have joined 
residents in rising to the 
challenge to help with 
designing a new crest for 
Greenwich to celebrate its 
status as a Royal Borough in 
2012. 

Ideas have been coming in 
thick and fast to the Town Hall 
in Woolwich after Greenwich 
Time asked readers for their 
ideas of what the crest should 
feature to celebrate the 
borough’s rich historical past. 

One school was so taken by the 
idea that nearly 30 pupils 
submitted entries as paintings 
and drawings. These were put on 
show at the Town Hall and made 
a wonderfully colourful display. 

The pupils were all 10-year-olds 
from two classes in Year 5 at 
Sherington Primary School in 
Wyndcliff Road, Charlton. Their 
teacher Sue Pollard told GT: 
“The children had just been to 
the planetarium in Greenwich 
Park and were asking about 
symbols about the borough. As 
we were doing a project on the 
River Thames and the Borough 
of Greenwich we thought it 
would be a nice idea if they 
entered this competition. 

“They absolutely loved doing it 
and worked on it for nearly a

week. It really inspired them 
and they came up with some 
really good ideas.” 

Meanwhile, grown-ups have 
been contributing their own 
ideas. John Hart, from Woodland 


Terrace, Charlton, said: “For the 
supporters of the shield (the 
figures standing on either side) I 
recommend John Flamsteed 
because he was the first 
Astronomer Royal and 
published a catalogue of fixed 
stars which is of great value to 
seafarers today. 

“Architect Inigo Jones 
designed the Queen’s House at 
Greenwich, and was the founder 
of the English Renaissance. He 
was the inspiration for Palladian 
Style, and also a stage scenery 
designer for playwright Ben 
Jonson, producer of the Royal 
Court masques. 

“I hope this gives some 
thoughts and ideas, but please 
don’t go for the modern trend - it 
would be so damaging to this old 


and historic town and would 
show such disrespect for our 
ancestors.” 

Mr R. Janes of Warland Road, 
Eltham, said: “I believe the arms 
should indicate the history of 
the borough, certainly no 
pretentions or ambitions. If 
supporters are required the 
White Horse of Kent, our 
mother county, opposite a scaly 
beast from the City of London 
Coat of Arms are appropriate. 
The compartments forming the 
base of the device may be 
occupied or balanced by an 
anchor and cable and a pile of 
cannon shot. 

“Woolwich has long been 
occupied in defence of the 
realm. An anticipated Dutch 
attack on London raised the 


Warren Defensives, forming the 
Royal Arsenal. From the 
Arsenal came the Royal 
Artillery and the Royal Military 
Academy. The old badge with a 
large crown above and the new 
title below will be quite 
acceptable.” 

Serious thought will now be 
given to all the submitted 
suggestions to decide which 
elements should be included in 
the final crest design. But 
whatever if finally agreed, new 
signs will not start appearing 
around the borough overnight. 
The old signs will still be seen 
around Woolwich and 
Greenwich for some time to 
come and will be replaced only 
when they are starting to wear 
out. 


Let’s change the motto to 'A Time to Serve’ 


MANY suggestions have been 
received from GT readers for the 
different elements that make up 
a civic crest. The borough’s 
current motto of ‘We Govern by 
Serving’ could be replaced by 
‘Time to Govern’, ‘A Time to 
Serve’, ‘A Time to Share’, 
‘aujourd’hiu et demain’ 
(Together yesterday, today and 
tomorrow), ‘Within our Hearts’, 
‘Greenwich - centre of the 
world’, or ‘Tepus Aestus 
Homines.’(Time, Tide, People). 


Suggestions for the shield 
include a book of learning 
(representing the university), 
gear wheels (representing 
industry), the River Thames 
(background to entire shield), a 
central line representing the 
Meridian Line or the River 
Thames, The 02 arena on the 
Peninsula, a representation of 
the 2012 Olympics, cannons and 
cannon balls, the Thames 
Barrier, and a lion and an 
hourglass. 


The crest above the shield could 
consist of a ship’s helm, masts, 
sails, lightning bolts, Neptune’s 
trident, or this demi-pelican 
from the crest of Phineas Pett, 
the most famous shipwright to 
control Woolwich Dockyard. 

For the supporters, the figures 
standing either side of the 
shield, suggestions include the 
Royal Beasts - the white 
greyhound of Richmond (Henry 
VII and Henry VIII), the falcon 
of the Plantagenets, or the 


unicorn of the Stuarts. 

The supporters could be 
embellished by ‘gorges’ 
(necklaces) or naval crowns. 
They could also carry standards 
bearing other significant 
symbols such as the Tudor Rose. 
Suggestions from GT readers 
include King Henry VIII, Queen 
Elizabeth I, King John of 
Eltham Palace, deer (reflecting 
Greenwich Park), fish 
(reflecting the River Thames), 
an anchor and a stag.

GREENWICH is gearing up to play 
its part in the next national Census, 
which will be held on March 27 next 
year. 

The massive population survey takes 
place throughout the UK every 10 years 
and is run in England by the Office for 
National Statistics. 

It’s designed to get information to help 
plan, fund and deliver everyday services 
such as housing, education, healthcare 
and transport. 

It is vital that everyone in the borough 
fills in a census form. The information 
collected isn’t shared with the council but 
the overall results are used to decide how 
much money Greenwich and other local 
authorities receive from the government. 
If the borough does not have a true 
picture of its population figure, it could 
lose out on millions of pounds in funding 
as a result. 

The census also provides a huge range 
of temporary job opportunities. 
Recruitment is being run nationally by 
Capita, and people can apply now for a 
range of local jobs including 
questionnaire collectors, census 
compliance staff and census survey 
teams. Recruitment began on Monday 
(September 20) for census coordinators. 
There are also other flexible, short-term 
roles, with recruitment taking place 
between now and early January. 

People can apply for current jobs online 
and register their interest in other roles 
at www.censusjobs.co.uk 


This website gives details about the 
jobs, pay scales and the recruiting and 
working dates. It also provides an online 
application form, which is the preferred 
way for candidates to apply. 

People who have difficulty accessing the 
internet can ring the telephone helpline 


on 0845 6044 013. Recruitment involves an 
application form and an interview. 

Greenwich Council’s deputy leader 
Peter Brooks said: “It is crucial that 
everyone in the borough takes part in the 
census. In these difficult times, when we 
are being asked to make substantial 
savings, every penny counts. 

“So we need to make sure we get our fair 
share of grant aid, and that the census 
gives an accurate reflection of our local 
population.”

Check out online shopping tips 


SHOPPERS are being warned to 
CHECK out before they buy 
goods online. 

Trading standards experts 
advise buyers to follow a five- 
point checklist so they can shop 
safely on the internet. 

Their warning comes as part of 
National e-consumer Week 
which runs from September 20- 
24. The campaign, organised by 
the Trading Standards Institute, 
aims to make the public more 
vigilant about websites selling 
counterfeit goods or sites which 
turn out to be fake. 

Website shoppers are advised to 
make sure they follow the 
CHECK list: 

• C - Choose your shopping sites 
carefully 

• H - Help yourself by thinking 
about the price, the place you 
buy from and the packaging 

• E - Ensure the site is secure 


(look for https and the padlock) 

• C - Contact law enforcement if 
you spot something suspicious 

• K - Keep a copy of your order, 
details of the website and 
acknowledgments. 

E-Consumer Week follows a 
recent survey by the Trading 
Standards Institute which shows 
that three quarters of 800 people 
surveyed feel unsafe when 
shopping online; 63 per cent 
feared their card details would 
be stolen and 10 per cent 
worried their item wouldn’t 
arrive while six per cent were 
concerned the ordered item 
would turn out to be a fake. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
environment and community 
safety said: “Shoppers are 
increasingly turning to the 
internet to look for bargains but 
often do not check out a company 


first. The council’s trading 
standards team works closely 
with customs and the police to 
alert consumers to websites which 
turn out to be fake or disappear 
with people’s hard-earned cash. 
During E-commerce Week we are 
urging consumers to do 
everything they can to avoid 
being ripped off by following 
these simple tips.”

Course helps child care experts refresh their skills 


AN all-out drive to recruit 
more health visitors to 
Greenwich is bearing 
fruit. 

Borough health bosses, faced 
with a London-wide shortage, 
swung into action more than 
one year ago to put new 
incentives in place to attract 
more people. 

Now another eight health 
visitors will be joining the 
team - and Greenwich 
Community Health Services is 
particularly keen on more 
applications, especially from 
those who may have already 
trained and who are now 
thinking of returning to work. 

Health visitors offer a 
universal service to all 
children under five and their 
families. 

An estimated 4,200 babies are 
born in Greenwich each year 
and there are currently 14,000 
under-fives in the borough. 
Health visitors visit every new 
mother, watch over a child’s 
development - not just through 
home visits, where necessary, 
but also through clinics and

health education and 
promotion events. 

Applications are being 
invited from this month for the 
next returners’ course which is 
planned for January 2011. 

You should have a degree or a 
certificate or diploma in 
Health Visiting that is 
recognised by the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council. 

Successful candidates will 
receive a small bursary for 
expenses while they refresh 


their skills - for free - with a 
specialist community 

practitioner. Training will be 
tailor-made to individuals and 
will include practical 
placements. 

Latest initiatives in the team 
this autumn include plans for 
new six-week baby massage 
sessions in some of Greenwich 
Council’s Children's Centres. 
Health professionals believe 
the sessions increase the 
bonds between parent and 
child, and boost relaxation 
and restful sleep for both, by 
helping to combat any of the 
baby’s problems with 
constipation and colic. 

The sessions will further 
enhance the government’s 
‘Healthy Child’ programme in 
the borough. 

Young mum Velma Smith, a 
former staff nurse at Guy’s 
Hospital, Southwark, is now a 
qualified health visitor in 
Greenwich. As part of her job, 
she attends clinics at 
Shrewsbury House on 
Shooters Hill, at The Slade in 
Plumstead and at Glyndon 


Community Centre in nearby 
Raglan Road. 

Velma’s daughter and son 
are now aged 10 and eight. 

She told us: “I always 
thought about going into 
health visiting. As the 
children started growing up, I 
went back to work as a staff- 
nurse here in Greenwich. 
Then the opportunity came up 
to do my one-year degree. 

“I had very good support 
from my teacher, my manager 
and all my colleagues. 

She added: “I have been a 
health visitor for one year 
now. The hours are suitable 
for me and for my own 
children. Many of the people I 
call on are first-time mothers 
and they really embrace 
seeing you! It's also wonderful 
when they tell you they look 
forward to coming to your 
clinic.”

Help with money emergencies 


HELP with unforeseen 
expenses and emergencies is 
available to people on 
benefits through the Social 
Fund. 

The government scheme 
helps people on low incomes 
to meet expenses which 
cannot be met through 
normal weekly benefit 
payments. 

Grants or loans can be given 
to help people budget for 
emergencies, one-off 
expenses or large items. 

You may be able to get a non- 
repayable Community Care 
Grant if, for example, you 
need help with expenses like 
furniture, removal costs, 
cooker connection, beds, 
bedding or clothes. You may 
get this help if you get 
Income Support, Income- 


based Jobseeker’s Allowance 
(JSA), income-related 
Employment and Support 
Allowance (ESA) or Pension 
Credit. The grants are

A testimony to commitment'

G reenacres Primary 
School in Withers ton 
Way, Eltham, has gone 
from strength to 
strength over the last few 
years, and in 2009 it was judged 
to be a very strong “good”. Its 
Key Stage results have 
improved dramatically, and 
those for Key Stage 2 are now 
above the national average both 
in Maths, and also English and 
Maths combined. 

Headteacher Barbara Warren 
took over six years ago after 
teaching for 10 years, and had 
made a career change after 
several years in accountancy. 

“Teaching was something I 
always wanted to do,” she told GT. “I 
live in Greenwich, I trained at 
Greenwich University and I’ve 
always worked in Greenwich, so I 
feel a strong loyalty to the borough 
and its children.” 

Barbara’s first focus was to work 
with new and existing teachers to 
create a team full of energy, 
determination and enthusiasm. 
She also recruited two learning 
mentors to support learning and 
social issues. They help children 
and their families, either one-to- 
one or in small groups, to take the 
pressure off teachers allowing 
them to focus on the learning side. 

“Over the last few years, the 
old and new staff have worked 
hard together to follow and 
share our vision of believing in 
our children and the way we 
treat them,” said Barbara. 
“That means that we expect the 
children to concentrate in class 
and follow our Golden Rules, 
such as looking after property, 
treating everyone with respect, 
and being kind and gentle. 

“We all share the same 
expectations in the way they 
behave to adults and each other. 


If they break the rules, they lose 
their ‘Golden Time’ which 
means they can’t take part 
when there is a choice of 
activities such as football or 
extra art or music. 

“The teachers have spent time 
working together to make sure 
children know what is expected 
of them, and how and where 
they can get help if they need it. 
We encourage them to mark 
both their own work and each 
other’s to help get them all 
involved.” 

Both the pupils and their 
parents are hugely supportive 
of what the school is doing for 
them. Head boy Renus Lin said: 
“I love coming to school because 
there’s something new to learn 
about every day, such as how 
people lived in different times in 
history, and what they did and 
what they wore.” 

Head girl Elizabeth Irvine- 
Sessions added: “I enjoy all the 
different activities that we can 
do at school because we can 
share them with each other. We 
can do different things during 
the day and after the end of 
school as well.” 

One of the many things that 
boosted children’s enjoyment in 
their learning has been the 
introduction of the creative 
curriculum. Most of the subjects 
are taught through a theme such 
as ‘Weddings and Beheadings’ (in 
Year 4) and ‘Toy Story’ (in Year 1), 
which made the Tudor period 
come to life and encouraged the 
children to compare past and 
present toys and games. 

This style of thematic teaching 
gives the teachers the opportunity 
to bring the curriculum to life, 
raising the quality of teaching 
still further, and giving a good 
context for the exciting Big 
Writing sessions every week. 

Alongside this, the school offers 
sessions for parents, ranging from 
‘Meet the Class’ invitations, where 


the class demonstrate their 
phonics or mental maths skills, to 
specific sessions on literacy and 
numeracy, including joint lessons 
for parents and children, leading 
to shared homework - and even 
cookery activities led by parents 
and carers for other parents. 

Following a recent Ocean 
Maths session, one parent said: 
“I like the way all the children 
work together. It encourages 
each and every one of them.” 

So what is Barbara Warren’s 
verdict on the school’s success? 
“It’s taken five years to do it and 
an incredible amount of hard 
work from all the staff,” she 
said. “The biggest and most 
important thing is that the 
children, the parents and the 
teachers are working together

Middle Park leap from good to outstanding

IDDLE Park 

children aren't the 
least bit 
that 

inspectors say their primary 
school is “Outstanding”. 
The young people GT talked 
to all agreed that their 337- 
pupil school on Middle Park 
Avenue, Eltham, is 
“brilliant”. 

Leona Reid, 11, said: “I always 
thought we were great 
anyway!” 

Leona's bubbly confidence in 
“her” school is typical, and 
deputy headteacher Donna 
Adkinson told us: “We enjoy 
and celebrate the fact that our 
children are all individual. 
They arrive at the door with 
different stories, different 
characters and personalities, 
different strengths and 

interests, different learning 
styles and different attitudes. 

“Our challenge is to cater for 
every single one of them.” 

The school where the 
headteacher Lorrie Ferriday 
has been in post for 25 years was 
judged as “Good with 

Outstanding Features” after the 
last inspection in 2006. 

This summer, Ofsted has 
pronounced Middle Park 

“Outstanding”, saying staff 
have been “conspicuously 
successful in bringing about 
improvements since the last 
inspection and have excellent

capacity to improve further.” 

Ofsted has noted: 
“Relationships between adults 
and pupils are of a very high 
quality, and this inspires pupils 
to do their best.” 

Donna told GT: “Our children 
have a say in everything that 
affects them. They are asked 
what they want to learn about 
and how. We try to provide an 
exciting and enriched 
curriculum and to be creative 


and innovative in our teaching.” 

Both Leona and 10-year-old 
Daniel Akande met the 
inspectors and told them what 
they thought. Leona said: “This 
is a phenomenal school!” 

She and 10-year-old Gabriella 
Chlynina were part of the team 
of yellow-shirted house 
captains last year - and they are 
currently among the formal 
applicants for prefect and 
maybe head girl this year. 

Daniel, one of the 
“Construction Crew” who 
visited the London 2012 stadium 
in Stratford last year, has also 
applied to be a prefect. 

New play leaders are also 
currently being recruited. 
Successful applicants will then 
be photographed and individual 
details displayed on a notice- 
board of school “role models”. 

Gabriella told us: “We all try to 
make the school better. If new 
people get lost, we try to help. 
We don't want people running 
in the corridors or talking in 
assembly. Behaviour is 
important. We’re not strict but 
we just want to make our school 
outstanding.” 

The Ofsted inspectors liked 
Middle Park's “Forest School”, 


where groups of up to one 
dozen Foundation Stage 
children spend two hours every 
other week. 

Forest School leader Pat 
Montgomery has kicked off the 
new term by getting them to 
look at the seasonal changes. 

She said: “We've found mostly 
spiders on our bug-hunt today. I 
think they’re trying to 
hibernate, but we've woken 
them up. One of our little girls 
has been trying to wake up a 
snail by putting water over it - 
to make it think that it's 
raining!” 

Foundation Stage leader Carol 
Marcer has around 70 children 
aged three to five in the Key 
Stage. The children can enjoy a 
wide range of activities each 
day from every part of the 
curriculum, and learn through 
a combination of adult-directed 
activities and free play. There 
are lots of ICT challenges 
available, including Bee-Bots 
and interactive whiteboard 
games. 

Carol said: “When Ofsted 
came, we had a Bug Cafe, 
getting children to scoop up and 
examine mini-beasts with 
magnifying glasses and little 


brushes.” 

Annmarie Johnson, 

previously a leader for PE and 
citizenship, is the new Upper 
Key Stage 2 leader for Years 5 
and 6. She said: “Our passion is 
ensuring that each child is 
engaged, and also to make 
learning fun.” 

GT spent a little while in 
Annmarie's SAQ - speed, agility 
and quickness - class with Year 
5 pupils, discussing, like grown- 
up athletes, what makes our 
bodies tick. 

Deputy headteacher Donna 
said: “Our children are so 
genuine, so honest, and any 
visitors are quickly welcomed 
because they want to show 
them ‘their’ school.” 

School governors were praised 
by Ofsted for playing a 
“significant role” in the school's 
success. Chair of governors 
Geoff Sheath summed up: “so 
pleased for Middle Park 
children and their parents. It is 
great that Ofsted has 
recognised what a good start in 
life kids are getting here. 

“It is a real tribute to the 
children, all the staff and the 
governors that we have 
succeeded.”

When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

The Ukulele Orchestra Of Great Britain talks to Scene 
ahead of a aia in the borouqh ^^this weekend 


THE history 
L I I A of the 
%L< ukulele is 

littered with 
^ ^ literally one 
name: George Formby. 

With his end of the 
pier humour and 
cheeky innuendo, the 
routine and 
instrument were 
always destined to be 
a very British affair. 

It’s a fact that hasn’t 
stopped The Ukulele 
Orchestra Of Great 
Britain gaining a 
huge cult following 
though, taking 
them on a 
globetrotting 
odyssey to Japan, 

America, and 
beyond. 

The origins of the 
outfit were 
innocuous enough, 
like many happy 
coincidences what 
started as a friendly 
gesture turned out to 
be a life-affirming 
milestone for the 
group of musicians. 

Founder member of 
the band, George 
Hinchiffe explained: 

“It began 25 years 
ago when I bought a 
ukulele for Kitty (Lux, also 
founder member). I had 
suggested that she learn the 
instrument in reaction to 
some musicians she was 
working with at the time. 
They would say things to her 
like: ‘You shouldn’t be singing 
that note - it should be an F- 
sharp-tormented-9th, you 
don’t understand the 
technicalities of music’ -just 
a load of old flannel really. 

“So I suggested she learn the 
mechanics of music so that 
she could argue against these 
musicians who were trying to 
pull rank.” 

After finding the instrument 
at her flat, Kitty’s friends 
became intrigued by the 
miniature guitar, and one by 
one they decided they too 
would like to learn the 
ukulele, and thus The Ukulele 
Orchestra Of Great Britain 
was born. 

At first the idea was just to do 
a one-off gig, but the quirky 
line-up proved popular with

friends and relatives and the 
as the Orchestra grew its 
repertoire so too did its fan 
base. 

Alternating a set of originals 
and cover versions, the 
UOGB’s popularity 
culminated in a BBC Proms 
performance at the Royal 
Albert Hall last year. 

“That was a milestone,” 
mused George - “it felt just 
like another gig in some 
respects, with a slightly 
different audience, but it was 
different being part of the 
Proms. Playing Glastonbury 
festival was another high 
point as were the first times 


we went to America and 
Japan.” 

And now the Orchestra are 
back in the borough, playing 
the Blackheath Halls this 
Saturday. 

“Going back to our old mates 
at Blackheath is also a high 
point,” he added. “We’ve been 
there a few times, and because 
we travel all over the world we 
end up not doing as many gigs 
in London as we ought to do. 
“We’ll probably do some light 
classical music, dirty rock ‘n’ 
roll, and a few surprises that 
no one will expect.” 

The band has recently re- 
released some of its older 


material. So why 
reissue it now? 

“We do get a lot of 
enthusiasts 
messaging us and 
trying to get hold of 
the more obscure stuff 
that you can only get 
in a second hand 
shop in Japan or 
somewhere. Our 
biggest fans have 
been bugging us to get 
hold of them. A lot more 
people play ukulele now 
too, so we thought it 
might be interesting to 
re-air material that we 
had 20 years ago.” 

The cult following 
of the orchestra 
has led to a sizeable 
minority of the 
crowd bringing 
along their own 
instruments too. 
“Over the years it’s 
got more pronounced 
the popularity of the 
uke’. Wherever we go 
there’s an 

enthusiastic crowd of 
players - but most of 
our players just want 
to see a good concert 
and don’t play at all. 
“When we went to 
Japan for the first 
time we asked 
anyone who had 
brought theirs with them to 
come up on stage - there was 
about 50 people left in the 
audience! The stage was 
heaving, there must have 
been 150 people up with us!” 
And no ukulele shindig would 
be complete without a cap nod 
to Mr Formby, so Hinchliffe 
and chums have an irreverent 
tune lined up. 

“Not many people know that 
he did a successful tour of 
Russia in his heyday,” George 
added - “So we sometimes do 
a version of Leaning On A 
Lamp Post, but we’ve 
renamed it Lenin On A Lamp 
Post!”

mistakes 


WHAT is it about Sir Arthur 
Conan-Doyle’s creation of 
f Sherlock Holmes that is so 
enduring? 

Is it Holmes’ brilliant, incisive, drug- 
fuelled mind, or his relationship with 
Watson, at once condescending yet 
touching? Or is it simply the intrinsic 
complexity of the man himself, an 
antisocial yet justice-seeking detective? 
Like flies to a web, film makers are 
inexorably lured back to the subject - 
Guy Ritchie the latest in a long line of 
directors to turn his hand to the 
Sherlock dilemma. 

In the latest interpretation starring 
Robert Downey Jr as Holmes and Jude 
Law as Watson, Ritchie endeavours to 
distance himself from previous 
Holmes/Watson stereotypes. In 
Ritchie’s vision of the partnership, the 
dominance of Holmes and the 
subservience of Watson, (the underlying 
themes of the 1 980s TV series starring 
Jeremy Brett and David Burke], are 
quickly transposed. Jude Law’s Watson 
is feisty and quickwitted; Holmes, 
rudderless and confused. It is Holmes 
who seeks help, both physically during 
the frequent and prolonged action 
sequences (which are interesting 
modifications to the genre], and 
emotionally as he struggles between 
cases, to adapt to ordinary life. 

The directorgoesfurtherwith the 
introduction of Irene (Rachel McAdams]. 
Not only has she had a previous 
relationship with Holmes, but she has 
also apparently outwitted him. At a 
stroke, Ritchie undermines 
assumptions of Holmes’s asexuality and 
intellectual superiority, as well as 
elevating the role of women far beyond 
their traditional role of Conan Doyle as 
victims or passive wives. Finally is the 
new notion of Holmes as all-fighting 
action hero: No longeris Holmesa 
silentfigure ruminating in his 
chambers, but rather a bare knuckle 
fighting muscle-man, battering his 
enemies into submission. 

But while admirably high in ambition, 
the movie is remarkably, and ultimately 
fatally, short on plot. The destruction of 
world democracy is both overly 
simplistic and remarkably naive. Mark 
Strong as Lord Blackwood tries 
manfully to martial the dark arts against 
the powers of light, but is ultimately 
undermined by both a poorly structured 
story and a second-rate dialogue. 
Downey Jr. cleverly comes to terms with 
the intricacies of a true British accent, 
but in so doing loses all sense of 
articulation, rushing his delivery to the 
point of incomprehension. 

And while Law and Downey connect on 
occasion, they lack the chemistry of 
Brett and Burke, Rathbone and Havers 
or even the recent BBC mini series 
combination of Benedict Cumberbatch 
and Mark Freeman. Even a cleverly 
digitised reconstruction of London and 
the occasional slow motion action 
sequence failto maskthefilm’s 
underlying deficiencies. 

Verdict: 

An interesting but ultimately 
unsuccessful, experiment. 4/10

k I I i names in comedy 
were in town as 
the Old Royal

played host to the Greenwich 
Comedy Festival. 

Four stages sprang up in tents 
with a Big Top as the 
centrepiece of the weeklong 
shindig that ran from 
September 6-12. 

Scene caught four of the 28 
comics who played the festival... 
THE comedy gods were smiling 
on Stephen K Amos at his Big 
Top show on September 8. Not 
only was there a hapless South 
African in the front row (‘Dion’ 

- renamed ‘Celine’ by the end of 
the show) who Amos gleefully 
bombarded with ironic 
imperialism, parodies of job- 
theft and ‘how times have 
changed’, but there was an 
American couple in the third 
row who were unversed in some 
of the more colloquial English 
terms - a fact that the comedian 
was only too happy to highlight. 
In fact you’d have been forgiven 
for thinking the front rows were 
planted more thickly than a 
Joaquin Phoenix rap gig: There 
was Dion, The Americans and 
Matthew - a bloke who 
wouldn’t raise a smile until the 
comedian propositioned him 
for a date after the show, an 
offer that was accepted to the 
delight of the packed tent. 

It was the audience 
involvement that was 



symptomatic of Stephen K’s 
burgeoning confidence on the 
big stage. He had to be pretty 
much dragged from the stage 
when his time was up, such was 
the reciprocal enjoyment 
inside the big top. 

Not so for his main support, 
Richard Herring, once half of 
Lee and Herring. When a 
double act splits, it is often 
apparent, fairly quickly who 
was the funny one and who was 
the foil. Now Stewart Lee, (who 
also played the festival) has 
since gone on to have his own 
irreverent TV shows, 
delivering a slew of material 
that has elevated him above the 
duo’s 90s zenith, This Morning 
With Richard Not Judy. Not so 
for Herring, whose rushed 
delivery was bereft of 
confidence. He explained how 
he felt inadequate about being 


in his forties, with no kids and 
no wife etc. The buttress of the 
joke led to a frankly 
embarrassing skit about why 
derogatory hand gestures in the 
playground are illogical. 

It was punishment, apparently 
for us not laughing at the stuff 
about pronouncing ‘potato’ pot- 
ah-toe. “So it’s more of this,” 
said the comic as he dropped 
another couple of clanging 
swearwords. 

AS part of his world stand-up 
tour, Tom Green played the Big 
Top rammed with a student 
crowd that might have been 
beamed in from The Jerry 
Springer Show, such was their 
enthusiasm for American 
culture and whooping and 
hollering. 

Maybe I’m a killjoy, but it 
seemed that too many of the 
audience wanted to be part of 


the act, and whenever Green 
would deviate from the puerile 
material on which he built his 
name, some hack would 
scream from the bleachers for 
the Bum Bum Song or Freddy 
Got Fingered. 

Which was a shame, for when 
he did veer into more mature 
and introspective territory, his 
irreverent take on the internet 
and the future of humanity 
was hugely entertaining and 
insightful. But sadly it wasn’t 
what the baying hordes had 
come for. 

BEFORE Bill Bailey rounded 
off the final day with a sold out 
charity show, Adam Buxton 
offered one of the most 
thought provoking segments 
of the week with BUG, a 
commentary on music videos 
from across the web. Buxton

The best kind of cheese 


Dean Beadle admits a soft spot for the decade that taste forgot

i three strengths - ‘Mild’, ‘Strong’ and 


mvJ ‘80s’. Unsurprisingly, brand new 
compilation, The Pop Years 1980- 
1 989 has plenty of the yellow stuff smeared 
across its track list, with Sinitta, The Nolans 
and Five Star sitting crisply on the collection 
like Cheddar on a freshly grilled pasta bake. 
Dairy products aside, this is one of the most 
eclectic compilations from the decade that 
style forgot. It’s an innovative and expansive 
concept - the compilation comprises no less 
than 10 CDs, a different disc for every year of 
the decade, affording the listener an array of 
musicaljourneys. Initial post punkand new 
wave anthems make wayfor smooth mid-80s 
soul and then, towards the end of the 
collection, Stock Aitken and Waterman begin 
to dominate. It’s a great aural commentary of 
the era and priced at under£10 from many 
retailers it’s incredibly good value. 

The box set highlights the fact that despite the 
many dubious style choices of the decade, the 
music of the period was innovative and fun. 
Tracks like The Pointer Sisters’ Jump, Kenny 
Loggins’ infectious Footloose and Dead or 


Alive’sthumping You Spin Me Round prove 
just why the 80s were a decade lived on the 
dance floor. There are also plenty of tracks on 
the albums that veer into “guilty pleasure’’ 
territory, in my case which includes Kiki Dee’s 
Star, Deniece William’s finger-clicking Let’s 



Hearltforthe Boyand Islands in the Stream 
by Dolly Parton and Kenny Rogers. Have I 
really just admitted that?.. It’s not all cheese 
though, the froth is balanced with tracks like 
Alison Moyet’s powerful All Cried Out, Phyllis 
Nelson’s Move Closer and Cyndi Lauper’s 
moving Time After Time, which all prove that 
there were many sublime gems among the 
ridiculous. 

A total of 180 tracks make this set a really 
good overview of the era, but it is far from 
exhaustive. There are notable absences in 
Kim Wilde, Soft Cell, The Communards, 
Belinda Carlisle and ABC, and considering 
that they churned out some of the biggest 
anthems of the decade, their presence is 
certainly missed. That said, the compilation is 
sure to bring back memories, get you on your 
feetand bring a nostalgicteartoyoureye. It’s 
incredible value and - to my mind, reinforces 
the notion that pop music went downhill the 
minute the 90s dawned. Cheese sandwich 
anyone?

A fully electric powered vehicle from the BMW factory 


IT would seem that right 
under everyone’s noses 
BMW have been trialling 
the prospect of a fully 
electric powered car. It 
comes in the form of the 
Mini EV, and the tests 
have shown that for the 
average journey many 
people are happy with 
this green version. 

But has BMW really 
managed to turn the UK 
on to electricity, and if 
so, are we prepared to 
pay that little bit extra to 
keep our conscience 
clear? 

Back in 2009 I was 
wandering around 
the Mini stand 
at the 
Frankfurt 
motor show, 
and came 


across a Mini hatchback 
which had the engine 
replaced with a large 
battery pack and a new 
badge which read ‘EV’. It 
was a prototype car 
which ran solely on 
electricity - something 
that I had seen done by 
other car companies as a 
way of showing the 
public that you can have 
a car that looks like the 
one you drive now, but 
produces zero 


emissions. But I never 
thought for one moment 
that BMW would give a 
load of the cars to their 
customers to try out. 

Cut back to 2010 and we 
are now six months into 
this large scale test - 
which has both private 
and fleet car users 
driving around the UK to 
see what life is like using 
a battery powered car. 
The trial is due to last for 
a year but already 
results of this 
unique 
scheme are 



seems 
to be 
some clear 
patterns in regards 
to likes and dislikes, 
some you would expect 
and others which may 
come as a surprise. 
Almost all of the people 
involved felt that the lack 
of space in the car was a 
big drawback, along with 



the range when it came 
to those whose long 
drives took them to the 
coast or to visit the in- 
laws. However, for 
everyday journeys the 
Mini EV was more than 
able to handle the 
average trip of about 
eight miles and an 
average day’s drive of 26 
miles. The need for 
public charging points 
was a issue which most 
users felt would be 
needed, but in reality 
many were happy to 
simply plug the car in to 
charge at home. What I 
was not expecting was 


that 50% of the people 
trialling the car said that 
they would be prepared 
to pay on third more for 
the EV, which would 
mean that the price tag 
of £16,000 would not put 
them off. I’m not sure I 
would be happy to pay so 
much more just to please 
the greens, so for me 
this car might need more 
than just zero emissions 
to fly off the showroom 
shelves.

Worner saves 
Addicks after 
opposite 

number’s blunder

WHAT a difference a year makes. It 
was almost 12 months ago to the 
day that Charlton breezed into the 
Wirral, polished off Tranmere 
Rovers 4-0 and made a case as front 
runners for promotion to the 
Championship. 

Thoroughly outclassed Rovers, on the 
other hand, seemed certs for relegation. 
Things didn’t, of course, turn out quite 
that way. Both sides stayed put, with 
Tranny far more grateful for that 
surprising outcome. 

Saturday’s stand-off turned out to be 
the best of times and the worst of times 
for two rookie goalkeepers. 

Stepping up overnight from Liverpool 


to replace injured first 
choice Gunnar Nielsen, 
20-year-old Peter Gulacsi 
made the worst possible 
start by conceding a 
sixth-minute goal the 
blame for which, with all 
the goodwill in the world, 
is down to the young 
Hungarian. A needless 
foul by Lucas Akins on 
Lee Martin conceded a 25- 
yard free kick which 
Johnnie Jackson lashed 
directly at Gulacsi. 
Possibly taking his eye 
off the treacherously 
bouncing delivery the 
novice stopper spilled the 
shot to Scott Wagstaff, 
who gratefully claimed 
his third goal of the 
campaign. 

It’s only fair to record that 
Gulacsi held his nerve, 
performed the rest of his 
duties and emerged with 
credit from a testing 
ordeal. Mind you, he was 
given a useful helping 
hand by Charlton’s 
subsequent toothlessness. 

Gulacsi's opposite 
number Ross Worner was 
asked to cover for regular 
No.l, the increasingly 
accident-prone Rob 
Elliot, who chipped an 
elbow bone in training. 

The kid from Woking 
came under steady 
pressure as the Addicks 
lost their grip on a game 
which seemed initially 
theirs to win comfortably. 
His all-round work was tidy, his 
handling secure, his temperament 
unflustered. He was required, despite 
Rovers’ growing domination, to make 
only one genuine save, a spectacular 
contribution which earned his 
beleaguered team a point. 

With Charlton aready beginning to 
buckle after the break, busy little 
substitute Dale Jennings cut in from the 
left touchline, drew a bead on goal and 
unleashed a 30-yard right-footed 
blockbuster on the run. Taking off 
horizontally to his right, Worner 
fingertipped the ball to safety as it 
bulleted away from him. Cricket pundits 
are fond of reminding us that catches 
win matches; in football saves as 
magnificent as this one help you draw 
them. 

Having taken over from limping 
Jermaine Grandison in first half added 
time, Jennings had already made an 
impact on this untidy game. His arrival 
was, frankly, bad news for the 
struggling visitors. 

A clever near post header from Aaron 
Cresswell’s inswinging right wing 
corner was sneaking inside the post 
until Therry Racon cleared it off the 
line. Charlton’s foresight in placing 
defenders under the bar to support 
Worner was ill-served 
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
